NeEw YuRK, Oct. 18.
A Herald specinl from Cuashn,
gives what purports to be the cor-
rect version from a relinble source
of the recent arrest of Count Vun
Arulm, itsays: The cessailon of
hostilities between Germany and
France in the spring of 1871, 1m-
posed upon Bismarck the task of
perfecting the work of the informal
treaty It was necessary that the
Chaneeller should have the aid of
an experienced diplomatst in ar-
ranging the necessary papers. The
only one available at the time was
Count Von Arnim, to whom it was
confided under Bismarck's personal
supervision the preparation of
the treaty of peace and the obliga-
tions on the part of France. Von
Arnim was sent to Parls in the win-
ter of 1871-72,a8 Ambassador explic-
itly charged to maintain the most
pesceable and agreeable course in
al!l his d,szqiqgs with the French
officials. Blsmarek himself prepared
instructions which were to gulde
Count Von Arnim in bis new posi-
tion. No sooner had the ambassa-
dor presented his oredentials and
been formally recelved by Thiers
than he began to make himself of-
fensjve foeverybody connected with
the French government. His first
step was most extraordinary and
unprecedented.  Addressing the
Emperor William privately and
eriticlzing the Follcy of Bismarck
as unworthy of the government,
and excusing his familisrity on the
ground that he could confidentially
communicate through the foreign
office. This was the beginning of
‘he pgrrespondence betweén Bis-

nim as am or, which Jasted
until the early part of last
spring, comprising eighty-two
communieation whiech Von Ar-
mjy witndrew from the archives
of the smbassy of Parjs, and which
the German government thought
the criminal court at Berlin now
seeks tq reeover letters of Von Ar-
min to the Bm was pmtnﬂt.ly
sent to to the Chancellor, resulting
in a short imperative note to the
Count that correspondence on mat-
ters relating to policy and the infer-
est of the empire must be held only
with the foreign office, which Yop
Arnim refused, it was Lherefore de-
termined to forbear public recogni-
tion of Von Arnim's course as to
such time as it could be done with-
out spandal to diplomatic relations
of Germany with France. The next
step was to Indirectly engage th
French press in & quarrel, '

and was soon satisfied that Von Ar-
nim was secretly plotting agalnst
the peace of the empire, and doing
al] in his power to embarrass the re-
lations between Paris and Berlin.
